In this work Las Casas has preserved the two important letters written 
Paul the Florentine, urging Columbus to discover new lands in the 
est, and the names of the various pilots with whom the Discoverer 
of America conversed on the subject of what they had heerd or seen 
are given at length. The whole account of Columbus, is most interest¬ 
ing, and the story of the Spanish Pilot on his deathbed revealing to 
his benefactor the existence of America is placed beyond a doubt, as 
it is narrated as a faet obtained from Colnmbus himself. 

Manuscripts of this work differ largely in their contents. The 
above is exceptionally complete, extending to Book III, Cb. 166.

He also gives a full collation of the collection with which the above copy agrees. 

Several of the Voyages appeared for the tirst time in this series and many contain 
matter not included in their earlier editions. Although neither the editor nor the 
publisher are mentioned in the book we are told by Caspar Commelin in his 
Vetchrytin;ie van Amsterdam, 1693, that his father Isaac was the author and that 
the work was issued by Jan Jansz.

It was written to contradict certain reports that i’enn had died in America, 
professing the llonmn Catholic faith. The latter lie is refuted in detail, and in 
proof of his being alive abstracts of his first letters from America, written since the 
supposed date of his death, are given. The following extracts show their interest: 

“ The City of Philadelphia is laid out and begun, and many pretty Houses are 
run up of late upon the ltiver and backwards, that do very well. An House for 
W. Penn it a Building, whose Family, that went with him, are all come safe ; and 
Entertainment for all beyond Expectation, and to their content. The Air is exceed¬ 
ing clear and sweet, the Food good and plentiful, and as pleasing as one can eat. 

There is also good Malt Drink : In line, the Country is without Exception . . . The 
Indians they saw ; the men were strong and Tall, the Women comely, as some 
Gipsies are in England ; the Children very pretty ; they all wear some Clothes, and 
some of them wear Broggs.” 

“ From West-River, Mary-land, Decemb. 16.1682. he writes, That an Assembly 
was held at Chester, alias Upland, where New-Castle was annex’d to l’ennsilvania: 

The Foreigners were Naturaliz'd, and all the Laws past were agreed upon in 
i^igland, and more fully worded . . . This done, they Adjourn'd ; and W. Penn 
took his Journey for Mary-land, where he was kindly received by the Lord 
Baltemore . . . They Treated at one Col. Taylors, about setling the bounds between 
their Provinces . . .”

The first reason is drawne from the supposed parent, whose industrious scrutiny to 
the vast wombe of the Ocean, describes these two Lands, now Cities of refuge for 
poore impouerished persons. For his sake therefore, whose wisdom Hues crowned 
with the Garland of Fame, though his bodie he buried in the Sepulchsr of Obliuion, 
protect this his poore extant issue. The second Reason, proceedes from the remarke- 
able note of Christianity, which is Charity . . . The third Reason, yssues from your 
continued and dayly exercise in the relapse of mean and decaying persons, by trans¬ 
porting of them to a Land, where they haue Corne which they sowed not, Vines which 
they planted not, and plenty which some of them deserued not. Since therefore, so 
many hane felt the reuiuing heate of the Sunne-beames of your Charity, whose very 
intrals bless you ; amongst the multitude of these, let this tonguelesse Orphant be 
one, that by its birth into the World, though it cannot speake, it may proue your 
praise. Thus with my seruice, as appointed to speake for this infant, in the behalfe 
of it, I rest a Well-wilier to your Businesse.”

It seems highly probable that this map was made either by, or else 
under the direction of, a survivor of Magellan’s ill-fated though 
successful circumnavigation. 

In the western portion of the map the mainland aod the islands of 
Sumatra, Java, etc.—the parts then well-known to the Portuguese— 
are shown with comparative correctness and detail, but with the 
eastern portion only those islands actually visited by the expedition 
are given, and even then, the unseen backs of the larger islands are 
either left blank or filled in apparently by surmise or from native 
information. 

The object of Magellan’s Voyage was of course to find a trade 
route to the Spice Islands (or Moluccas) by the way of the western 
hemisphere, which had been allocated to Spain by the decree of 
Alexander VI. and the subsequent treaty of Tordesillas. The 
Spaniards found that by this arrangement they were unable to 
participate in the lucrative trade to these islands since the only known 
way there led throngh the Portuguese half of the world. Hence the 
proposals of Magellan to find a western path were immediately accepted 
by Charles V. 

The map is of the usual type of sea-chart of the early sixteenth 
century, with red, black, and green direction lines radiating from 
several points. It extends from Bengal eastwards to beyond the 
Philippines and southwards to the uncharted area beyond Timor. 
The Philippines themselves are marked “ arcipelego de Fa L’azaro,” 
and on Zebu is the inscription “ Cabo a q’ matara ho magalhnes.” In 
the Moluccas the only names given are “ maluco,” “ tidore,” and 
“ ternate.” Westwards from these latter the sea is left blank as far 
as Borneo with the exception of a small, unfinished portion of laud 
which may represent a part of Celebes.

a pet he flung out of my chamber and 1 never stopped him, having intended to put 
put him off to-day, whether this had happened or no, because 1 think I have aU the 
rules that he hath to give.

. His other similar contribution was The Seventh Day, a cantata written under the 
auspices of the Philharmonic Society in 1832 ajid described in Grove's Dictionary 
as “ a clever and masterly work.” His last dramatio composition was The 
Fortunate Islet, produced at Covent Garden during the season 1840-41 to celebrate 
Queen Victoria’s wedding. The Fallen Angel was written probably later, as the 
name of Mrs. W. Knyvott, a well-known oratorio singer, occurs on one of the voice 
parts. Mrs. Knyvett Was Deborah, second wife of William Knyvett, conductor-of 
the Concert of Ancient Music, who was succeeded by Bishop in 184Q occasionally, 
and in 1843 permanently. 

Bishofp’s first published effort was Angelina written in 1804 when he was 
eighteen years of age; his last, The Fortunate Isles mentioned above.

Government in 1892, has been printed at the Imperial Press, Vienna. 

Since it was first announced in February, 1906, the author had placed at his 
disposal so much interesting and new material, that it was found necessary to 
considerably enlarge the contents of the book. Instead of the 100 illustrations 
mentioned in the preliminary prospectus the text contains nearly 400 reproductions 
illustrating the history of ancient carpets. In addition there are 49 wholly or partly- 
coloured reproductions instead of the 30 announced previously. 

To carpet manufacturers this book, containing so many new designs, is of unique 
importance. Unlike the great book published by the Austrian Government in 1892, 
which relied for its illustrations on carpets exhibited publicly, the carpets figured in 
the work under notice are mostly inaccessible.
